DESCRIPTION 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Deborah Vernon on 1/7/10. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 1 , from which all other claims depend, incorporated the limitations of 
previous claims 2, 1 1 , and 23. This amendment clearly overcomes all the rejections set 
forth in the office action mailed 4/1/09 except for the rejections over Bereday in view of 
Bibber. However, applicant's arguments regarding Bereday are persuasive. While 
Bereday teaches that some types of layers can be placed atop the phosphate coating, 
Bereday does not teach placing a lubricant atop the phosphate, and instead teaches 
applying the lubricant directly to the aluminum substrate. It would not have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Bereday or the other prior art 
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references cited in the previous office action in order to arrive at the claimed metal 
sheet.
